General Canby this morning promulgated
an Order, that hereafter, Jury Lists be drawn
from tax-paying citizens (irrespeetive of color),
who have already or may hereafter register,
and from none others. An Order on the sub-
jeet has been expected ; and the one issued is
ag equitable as could be hoped for under the
cireumstances. If we must have universal suf-
frage the Jury privilege at leust should be
qualified.

The negro Logan, appointed by (encral
Sickles as one of the Rogistrars at Mount
Pleasant, who figured prominently in the recent

diﬂicultics there, (of which your readers were
mrormed), has again succeded in gaining no-

toricty. Because a Mr. Samuel Fraser, over-
seciug u plantation in the vicinity, refused to
allow his negroes an entire week's leave of ab-
sence, to attend at the registration precinets,
Logan, despite the non-concurrence of his co-
registrars, ordered his arrest; and himself with
eight armed men, hruugint him to the City.
This was done at night ; and Mr. Fraser, while
in custody of his sable gunrd, was subjected to
innumerable hardships and many “indignities.
An investigation was made by General Canby
into the matter ; and Mr. Fraser has been ex-
onerated from all blame, and his nrrest charac-
terized as entirely illegnl. Ilc was promptly
discharged, while Logan was arrcsted, and is
now in the custody of the garrison ot Castle
Pinckney. It is hoped that this heinous out-
rage will draw down on the head of its perpe-
trator a swift and signal retribution. The
Military must repress at once the growing law-
lessness of the misguided freedmen, or the re-
sult may be serious. Qur people desire *har-
mony and peace between the races; they have
displayed herctofore and will continue to ex-
hibit paticnce and forbearance; but there is a
limit to human endurance, aad repeated out-
rages and oppressions may boget anarchy.

The freedmon Jenkins, convicted last spring
of the murder of Mr. Bradford, and sentenced
to be hung, and who was reprieved three times
by General Sickles, has been notified by Gen.
Canby that he must look for no intervention
from him. The General states that he has
thoroughly examined iuto the ease, and can
find no just grounds for his interference.
Jenkins will therefore suffer the extreme pen-
2ty of the law as soon as the next Court
sits here, and he ean be sentenced over.

The
registration began on Monday and was to con-
tinue through the week. Some of the men
left the pluntation on Monday (the first diy ol
the registration), and returned late that oven-
ing without registering,” Mr. Fraser then told
them that “if they left again hefore Saturduy,
they nced not return.” An altereation en-
sued, in which the negroes set up the right to
be absent from the pluce “as long as the regis
tration lasted,” without any liability to fine o
deduction of wages for the lost time. Mr
I'rasery on the other hand, gave them to under-
stand that his duty to- his employer required
him to make a deduction for their nbsence on
Monday and for any other day, except the day
allowed them for the purpose of registering.
Iaving absented themselves on Monday, they
failed to reeeive their rations when the other
laborers got theirs ; and having expressed their
determination to leave again on Tuerday and
for every day of the week, Mr. I'raser refused
to give them the rations for that week. They
then left for the registration precinet. Ar-
riving there, they made compluint to the two
registrars, Mr. Smith (white) and Aaren Logan
(black), that Mr. Fraser had forbidden their
coming tv register, and threatened to turn
them off if they left the plantation. Aaron
demanded that Praser should be arrested.  All
the negroes present (about one hundred and
fifty) clamoured for the arrest.  Mr. Swmith
advized again . it, suying there was no affidavit
of the facts, and a bare statement was not suf-
ficient. Desides, it was late in the afternoon,
and before Mr. Praser could be arrested (he
lived four miles off ) and hrought to them and
then sent to Charleston (fifteen miles farther),
it would he midnight.

A ldittle before  sunset, Mr. PFraser, with
the armed escort, was brought before the
sable Aaron. The negre labourer who had
made the ecomplaint was told by Aaron to wake
his statement again. e didso.  Another ne-
gro waus then ealled up to corroborate that state-
ment.  Unfortunately and most unwittingly,
he let out that Mr. Fraser had told them that
“they conld go aud yegister on Saturday,” but
that the “condition of the crop did not admit
of their absence more than one day ;" and that
“the work they were engazed in conld not by
delayed ;" and they must therefore “put off
registering till Saturday.”

The two negroes having given their state-
ment, Mr. Fraser asked il he “conld say a few
words.” - This request was flattering to Aaron.
It was a clear acknowledgment from a white
man that a necro had, for the time being, pow-
er and authority over him, Leave was, there-
fore, graciously granted him,  He began by
calling attention to the fact, that what the first
nigger said was not supported by what the
other nigger said ; and he was about to weigh
the two in the seales of truth and justice and
show which should be believed, when Justice
Aaron, who lad it all his own way (there not
being one white man present to help Fraser),
deelared the audienee at an end, and announced
his determination “to take the fellow ( Fraser)
to Charleston any how ;"—and “he didu't want
to hear nuflin furver' from him no how ;" and
“he may jest as well shet up at onee,” e
This announcement was hailed with rapturous
applavse by the assembled erowd.

It was not
as Mr. Fraser apprehended from their curses
and threats, to “finish him in an out-of-the-way
place and leave him there to rot.” These va-
rivus divergences from anything like a fre-
quented pathway, was to bring him to the
numerous negro quarters, which, within dis.
tances varying from a hundred yards to a half
mile, were stretched on ecither side of the main
road which led to the city. At each of these
negro quarters, Aaron commanded a hajt. I he
negroes were aroused from their sleep ;—lirrhts
were ordered and the negroes assemwbled. Then
Aaron paraded Mr. I'raser before them, and
proceeded to explain “who was the white vil-
lain he had in custody ;—how he had ordered
his arrest and what he intended to do with
him,"”” &e., &e.  This outrage was repeated all
along the route to the city, which was not
reached till three o’elock next morning.
Arriving in Charleston, Aaron and his guard
delivered Mr. Iruser to the military stationed
at the Citadel. At 90r10 o'cloek that day, Mr,
Fraser was called hefore the officer in command,
and was informed that he had been illegally
arrested, and was  discharged. W hat punish-
ment Aaron and his fellow brutes are to re-
ceive, remains to be seen. It is gratifying to
know that Aaron is under arrest by order of
the military.  Our citizens apprized of the oe-
currences above narrated, should regard them
as “the heginning of the end,” and prepare ac-
